WHEREAS, byan A-t ot the Congress or the United States, passed the fourtecnti: Cay of 
May, in the year one thucsand eight hundred and twelve, entitled “ An act, to enlarge the 
boundaries of the Mississippi Terntory,” there bis been IRIKA td the said Te errituiy, eal that 
tract of country lying eaft of Pearl River, well of the Perdido, ardsouthol thethirty iiit degree 
of north latitude :-—And, whereas, the same 1s declared by the act afovesud, to be a part of the 
said Territory, and to be governed by the laws thereof now in force, or such as may hereaites 
be enacted, and the laws and ordinances ot the United States relative thereto, in rhe mannec 
as if the said tract of county had originally formed a part of the sud Territory — Now, be it 
known, that by virtue of tne powers in me vefted as Governor of the Missssppi Tuntery, and 
in order that the benefit of the laws and ordinances aforesaid may be extended to the people in- 
Habiting the said tract of country, Ido hereby crect the same into a C nwy, 2 I by these 
letters made patent, do orderand declare that the said County Mall be caled and hucwn by the 
name of Mobile, and do further declare that the Jaws of the Mississippi Terntory, and the 
ordinances and acts of Congress, relative thereto, are in force within rhe card a of ee 
and that the inhabitants thereof are entitled to all and singular the june; ction. mots, pu- 
vileges, and immunities that respectively appertain to the Counties of the Mississippi Es reitory 
and moreover—I doinvite and erron the inhabitants of the said Coua, te be obedient tu 
the laws, to mantai orde, an! i lemean themociyo as peaceable cuiizeno,
